LAIE TELEGRAMS. 


A Cairo Judge Dismissed. 

March 16,—Rarl Perey, in the louse of 
Commons, aaid that both Lord Cromer and 
the Khedive's Judiciat Adviser approved 
the dismissal at Cuiro of Judge Blaitioux. 
An appeal has boon lodged agaiust the 
indgment of the Mixed Tribunal, awarding 
Judge Biairiaux £12,000 damages. 

{Mr Malcolm Mellwraith is tho legal 
adviser of tho Khedive, upon whose advice 
and the sanction of Lord Cromer, Judge 
Biniriaux was dismissed by the Khedive. 
The Mixed Courta in Egypt aro numerous, 
They were ostablished in 1896 and were the 
fruit of the indefatigable efforts of Nubar 
Pasha to rid the country’ of the intulerable 
burden of the Consular jurisdiction in civil 
as woll as criminal matters, where foreigners 
wero concerned. The courts are renewed 
quinqueanislly, Thera are three. courta of 
the first instance, at Cairo, Alexandria, 
und Massowah. Tho Alexandria tribunal 
consists of 12 foreign and five native 
judges ; that of Cairo of nine foreigners and 
five natives, and that at Massowah of four 
fofcigners and two natives. There is only 
one court of appeal, which sita at Al- 
exandtia and is composed of 13 judges, nine 
being foreign; and four natives. The vine 
foreign judges are mada up as follows: 
Groat Britain, America, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Groce, Italy, and Russia, one 
judge each, and France, two, The foreign 
judgeadronominated inform bythe Kgyptian 
Government, but in factby the Government 
of that Power which has a vacancy to fill 
vpinthe.Court.
